send  you  some  extracts  from  my  jour¬ 
nal.  I  have  not  the  time  to  work  them 
up  into  the  form  of  a  letter. 

Friday—  I  went  to  my  room  early  in 
the  evening,  with  tired  brain  and  weary 
limbs.  Was  I  excited  ?  Y  es.  I  confess  it, 
because  I  am  honest.  People  who,  with 
affected  lofty  mien  of  calm  superiority, 
speak  of  crossing  the  Atlantic  as  nothing 
—  crossing  of  the  ferry  merely  — savor 
strongly  to  me  of  dudes,  affectation  fe¬ 
males,  and  other  like  social  pests.  Just 
enough  fine  steamers  perversely  land  their 
passengens  in  the  water,  instead  of  on  the 
dock,  to  render  pleasurably  exciting  the 
speculation  as  to  which  class  your  own 
ship  will  be  added  unto — the  downs  or 
the  overs.,  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  in 
my  own  mind  that  those  who  profess  to 
feel  no  thrill  of  excitement  in  anticipation 
of  a  sea  voyage  are  either  old  salts  or  ex¬ 
ceedingly  fresh. 

Saturday  —  In  good  time  we  found  our¬ 
selves  on  the  dock.  Men  and  women — 
some  in  carriages,  some  on  foot — were 
continually  arriving.  Many  were  toiling 
through  the  crowd  and  up  the  gang 
plank,  struggling  with  unmanageably 
loads  of  hand-bags,  umbrellas,  shawls, 
steamer-nugs,  and  parcels  and  packages, 
both  great  and  small.  Others  were  rush¬ 
ing  around,  with  wide-open  eyes  and  per¬ 
spiring  faces,  searching  for  trunks,  or 
appealing  to  certain  unfeeling  and  pro- 
vokingly  cool  men  armed  with  paste-pots 
and  labels ;  a  certain  amount  of  fore¬ 
thought  and  good  management  by  some 
one  had  saved  us  all  this  sort  of  thing, 
and  1  should  hot  have  known  we  had  any 
baggage.  What  a  place  to  be  in,  or  rather 
to  get  through  and  out  of — carriages  and 
trucks  rolling  just  by  your  side,  horses 
stamping  and  prancing  almost  on  top  of 
you,  drivers  wrangling,  policemen  shout¬ 
ing  and  gesticulating,  and  a  perfect  crowd 
of  all  sorts  of  men,  women,  and  children— 
laughing,  talking,  crying — going  about 
in  every  possible  direction  !  ' 

We  spent  an  hour  on  the  upper  deck, 
watching  and  commenting  on  tne  people, 
with  the  friends  who  thought  enough  of 
us  to  see  us  off.  God  bless  their  kindly 
hearts  !  Many  a  sad  and  homesick  horn 
has  the  recollection  of  those  smiling  face* 
chased  away.  Through  all  years  to  comj,> 
I  shall  bear  in  grateful  remembrance  the 
warm  and  generous  friendship  which 
brought  those  faces  to  me.  Tne  thing 
was  small,  but  the  impression  deep.  At 
length  the  bell  has  rung  its  last  warning 
notes,  the  warm,  lingering  kiss,  the  firm 
grasp  of  the  hand,  and  the  cheery  good¬ 
bye  are  things  of  the  past,  and  we  are 
slowly  gliding  away  from  the  dock,  out 
into  the  stream.  The  faces  soon  lessened 
in  the  distance,  and  grew  indistinct ;  the 
forms  upon  the  pier  merged  into  one  in¬ 
distinguishable  mass  ;  but  long  after  this, 
here  and  there,  a  well-known  impromptu 
banner  answered  our  farewell  signals. 
Then  a  ferry-boat  came  between  us,  and 
when  it  had  passed  even  our  powerful 
glasses  failed  to  reveal  the  friends  who 
had  so  loyally  seen  us  out  of  sight. 

1  felt  a  great  lump  in  my  throat  as  I 
realized,  with  fullest  force,  that  the  die 
was  cast :  but  I  soon  swallowed  it,  and, 
lying  back  in  my  chair,  I  drew  a  long 
breath  qf  relief.  A  sensation  that,  for 
days  to  come,  I  had  notliing  to  do,  and 
that  my  comfort  and  safety  had  become 
the  business  of  others,  took  full  posses¬ 
sion  of  me,  and  I  gave  myself  up  to  the 
enjoyiueht  of  the  occasion. 

After  the  pilot  had  been  left  behind, 
and  we  Were  heading  straight  out  into 
the  ocean,  the  steamer,  which  had  been 
almost  as  steady  as  the  dock,  began  to 
quiver  and  tremble ;  ai^d  the  engines, 
heretofore  silent,  could  be  heard  pound¬ 
ing  away,  as  though  hard  at  work.  The 
indicator  on  the  bridge  read  :  ‘  ‘  Full  speed, 
ahead,”  and  these  were  the  evidences  of 
it.  Every  one  seemed  to  feel  the  exhila¬ 
rating  effect  of  breeze  and  motion.  I 
laughed  when  I  thought  of  previous  anx¬ 
iety.  Aod  so  began  our  voyage. 

Sunday.— I  got  up  just  in  time  to  eat 
my  breakfast  and  get  ready  for  church. 
A  most  excellent  sermon  rewarded  my 
attendance.  The  preacher  urged  a  less 
iudulgeujce  in  lire  and  earthquake  and 
whirlwind  methods,  and  a  greater  reli¬ 
ance  upon  the  “still,  small  voice.”  “There 
was  great  need,”  he  said,  “among  Chris¬ 
tians,  of  less  denunciation,  and  more 
love;  lesei  religious  conceit,  and  more  true 
humility;  less  sternness,  and  more  ten¬ 
derness.’’  Thinking  there  might  be  some 
one  in  Bloomfield  as  much  in  need  of 
reform  in  this  particular  as  myself,  I  have 
sent  you  the  “central  truth.” 

What  a  transformation  scene,  from  that 
of  yesterday,  greeted  my  first  appearance 
on  deck  !  Tne  passengers  had  donned 
their  sea  apparel.  Can  anybody  tell  me 
why  it  is  necessary  or  excusable  to  dress 
in  outlandish  style  on  board  ship  ?  The 
guide-books  say,  wear  any  old  clothes  at 
sea.  Why,  pray  ?  Why  old  clothes  here 
on  Br  ’  “ 


_  recollection.  Now,  each  I 

moment  you  are  conscious  of  its  exigence 
in  all  its  extent  and  various  ramifica¬ 
tions.  One  seeking  novelty  should  go  to 
sin.  Everything  which  greets  the  eye  is 
ntw,  either  in  itself  or  its  relations.  The 
nose,  too,  is  introduced  to  a  series  of 
—alls  hitherto  unknown  ;  and  its  weli- 
kikown  friends  behave  in  the  most  unex¬ 
pected  manner  ’The  fragrant  odors  of 


to  be  endured.  The  ear  perceives,  issu 
iag  from  throats  near  by,  sounds  unut¬ 
terable  on  shore.  The  taste  becomes 
revolutionized.  Dainty  foods  are  reject 
ed,  while,  on  the  contrary,  those  w  ho  gag 
over  a  teaspoonful  of  brandy  on  shore, 
ding  to  it  as  to  their  best  friend— it  being, 
in  fact,  the  only  thing  they  can  induce  to 
cling  to  them. 

I'utxday.— The  sea  was  still  again.  Not 
a  ripple  disturbed  the  glassy  surface  of 
long  swells,  which  the  eye  could  scarcely 
detect.  1  never  thought  the  sea  could  Im* 
flO  smooth.  The  sun  shone  brightly,  and, 
tolled  up  in  rugs,  1  basked  in  it  all  day, 
With  occasional  intermissions  for  refresh¬ 
ment.  1  shall  be  able  to  sympathize  with 
oats  all  the  rest  of  my  life. 

Wednesday.— Clear  and  breezy.  Dur 
the  day  we  read  and  walked  and 
’;ed  and  ate  and  drank.  We  leaned 
the  rail  and  watched  the  foaming, 
iling  waters,  as  they  were  dashed 
'ay  from  the  plunging  bows  in  Jong, 
sthing  waves  on  either  side.  We  played 
■ds  and  chess  by  the  hour,  and  gave 
(promptu  vocal  and  instrumental  cou¬ 
rts  in  the  saloon.  Men  and  book*,  art 
and  nature,  science,  religion,  and  ixditica, 
ail  came  in  for  a  share  in  our  rambling 
discussions,  which,  if  they  were  not  learn¬ 
ed,  were  certainly  lively.  During  tlie 
moonlight  evening,  we  sat  on  deck  and 
talked  and  dreamed  of  things  past  and 
ftiture.  The  gentle  rocking  of  the  ship, 
the  regular,  ceaseless  throbbing  of  the 
•ngines,  the  steady  splash  and  murmur

To  The  Bloomfield.  Citizen  :  ' 

Twelve  years  ago,  when  the  writer 
aaoved  to  Bloomfield,  he  was  impressed 
with  the  appearance  and  beautiful  possi 
bilities  of  the  Ice  Pond,  known  as  Watses- 
sing  Lake,  which  even  then,  ill  cared  for 
its  it  was,  made  a  pretty  feature  iu  the 
landscape.  Shortly  after  it  was  drawn 
off  on  the  alleged  ground  of  its  unhealth 
fulness,  and  has  since  lain  an  unsightly 
swamp  or  bog  full  of  brush  and  weeds, 
and  neither  handsome  nor  healthy.  By 
the  aid  of  the  Bloomfield  Village  Associa- 
Th rough  all  years  tcTcom option  it  has  been  partially  drained  and 
cleaned,  and  a  double  row  of  shade  trees 
has  been  planted  parallel  with  the  rail¬ 
road.  Now,  if  these  initiatory  improve 
ments  could  be  completed,  Bloomtield 
might  indeed  have  something  of  which 
to  be  proud,  and  which  would  present  it¬ 
self  to  the  eye  of  every  visitor  and  create 
an  impression  ineffaceable  and  pleasant. 
At  a  shght  cost  the  title  to  this  property 
may  acquired,  and  by  digging  one-third 
of  it  to  the  depth  of  three  feet  the  bed  of 
a  beautiful  lake  might  be  formed,  and  the 
dirt  excavated  would  serve  to  raise  the 
grade  of  the  remaining  two-thirds  suffi 
cient  to  form  an  elegant  park  in  which 
might  be  walks,  drives,  skating  rink,  and 
boating  pond,  and  lo  which  might  be  add¬ 
ed  birds,  squirrels,  fish,  and  swans  at  a 
trifling  cost,  and  the  very  railroad  which 
would  intersect  it  might  be  made  to  add 
to  its  beauty  by  the  simple  device  of  ar¬ 
bors  laid  parallel  with  its  sloping  banks, 
and  covered  with  the  gorgeous  trumpet, 
the  luxurient  Virginia  creeper,  the  proli¬ 
fic  wisteria,  and  the  delicate  clematis. 
With  such  a  park  as  has  been  dreamed  Of 
to  be  created,  such  a  green  as  we  already 
have,  with  its  noble  elms,  there  are  few 
towns  in  the  State  that  could  vie  with 
ours  in  attractiveness,  and  there  is  none 
where  these  things  could  be  secured  at  so 
slight  a  cost.  Bloomfield  has  no  indebted¬ 
ness  and  a  moderate  amount  of  money 
expended  in  such  improvements  would 
be  an  investment  which  would  pay  for  it 
self  many  times  over  in  the  enhanced 
value  of  propery  and  the  increased  num¬ 
ber  of  its  citizens,  and  we  might  fairly 
look  for  many  such  improvements  by  in¬ 
dividuals  as  are  now  being  made  at  Glen 
Ridge  by  Mr.  E  Wilde  and  Mr.  A.  G. 
Darwin.
